This bulletin, signed by Sir Stanley 
Hewett, Sir Hugh Rigby, and Lord 
Dawson of Penn, which was issued at 
Buckingham palace this evening, 
caused new anxiety in some circles 
because it was less favorable than any 
issued since the operation on the king 
Wednesday night. 

Others, including palace officials, 
said that when taken in connection 
with the morning bulletin, the night 
report indicated the royal patient had 
not suffered any definite setback. 


Encouraged by Pulse. 

The morning bulletin said: 

“A slight improvement in the 
king’s condition noted last evening 

Any progress must be 
slow. 

It was pointed out that auting the 
leng strugglé ahead of the king other 
fluctuations may occur. The fact that 
the pulse remains steady is important, 
and saves the situation from being 


serious. Previous references to the 
pulse in the doctor’s reports were in- 
terpreted as unfavorable signs. 

It was emphasized again that in 
spite of the success of the operation 
anxiety must continue until it is defi- 
nitely known whether the king’s 
strength is sufficient ‘to banish the 
microbes from his system. 

Queen Cables to Coolidge. 

The probability of a slow recovery 
is also emphasized in a cable sent by 
Lord Stamfordham, the king’s nri- 

vate secretary, to President Coolidge 
in reply to his cable of sympathy. 

“The queen is most grateful to you, 
Mr. President, for your kind message, 
of which his majesty will in due 
course be informed, as soon as his 
strength permits. Though the recent 
operation successfully treated one 
phase of the king's serious illness, the 
consequence of the general infection 
will entail many weeks of slow and 
anxious progress before convalescence 
can be reached.” 

The chief cause of anxiety now is 
the persistence of the general infec- 
tion, which is mitigated, but not corfii- 
pletely cleared up since the operation. 
It is hoped this will be accomplished 


by continued drainage now going on.

BOULDER DAM 


Carries 165 Millions 
for Project.

The action represented the cul- 
mination of one of the most powerful 
drives ever directed against congress 
in behalf of legislation in the Interest 
of one section of the country, The 
measure now goes to conference to 
iron out differences between the house 
and senate measures. 

Before passing the bill the semate 
rejected an amendment by Senator 
David A. Reed [Rep., Pa.] expressing 
the sentiment of congress that the 
government should not construct the 
proposed power plant except as a last 
resort after falling to lease power 
rights to states or municipalities or to 
private interests. The vote on the 
Reed amendment, which provoked a 
sharp debate over the question of go¥- 
ernmental invasion of the field of prié- 
vate business, was 24 to 53. 


Gives Power Plant Option.

Accused of Dominating 
Film Distribution. 


Domination of the motion pie 
field in Chicago by Balaban & Katz 
Theaters, Inc., and its subsidiaries 
through long term agreements with 
producers and distributors is charged 
in a petition to be filed today in the 


federal district court by United States 
District Attorney George E. Q. John- 
son. Authority to file the petition 
was given Mr. Johnson by the de- 
partment of justice at Washington 
last night, according to dispatches 
from that city. 

This suit is said to be an outgrowth 
of the application of Marks Brothers, 
proprietors of several moving picture 
houses, to restrain more than fifteen 
producers and distributéts from inter- 
fering with their business and from 
violating the Sherman anti-trust law 
through an alleged monopoly of the 
industry. Some of the charges made 
by the Marks Brothers are similar 
to those made by the government be- 
fore the federal trade commission in 
a pending action. 

Discrimination Is Charged. 

Seventeen concerns are named in 
the petition which will be filed under 
the anti-trust laws. It alleges that 
the defendant exhibitors, through 
their great purchasing power, have 
caused each of the distributors named 
to enter into a contract providing for 
the sequence in which motion picture 
theaters in Chicago and surrounding 
territory shall be entitled to eanibit 
motion pictures. 

Charges that the agreement causes 
arbitrary and unreasonable discrimina- 
tion against all independent theater 
operators are contained in the peti- 
tion. 

Balaban & Katz, the petition alleges 
further, book motion pictures for 
three theater operating corporations 
named in the suit and also for 32 
other theaters operated by other ex- 
hibitors. 

Balaban Comments on Action.

EARLIER CHICAGO. 
EAR WAKE: In Chicago “ grip ” 
car days, the west side cable 
system consisted of three dis- 
tinct lines. The Madison street 
line ran directly west,*the Blue Island 
line southwest, and the Milwaukee 
favenue line northwest. These lines 
ran into the downtown district. Power 
for operation was, supplied by three 


separate power houses, all equipped 


with the best machinery. 

The principal power house was lo- 
cated at Madison and Rockwell, 210x 
225 feet. It contained two 1,200 h. p. 
engines, one kept going night and day 
moving the Madison street cable cars, 
while the other was held in reserve 
for trouble. The cable running west 
to Crawford avenue from the power 
house was driven 14 miles an hour 
while the one running east was driven 
10% miles an heur. Their speed, how- 
aver, could be’ increased. 

In addition, there was a Corliss en- 
gine to propel a loop rope in the power 
house by which cars could be reversed 
at Rockwell street whenever neces- 
sary. The power house was an at- 
tractive structure, surmounted by a 
smokestack 175 feet high. 

The Milwaukee avenue power house 
was at the corner of Cleaver street 
with outward appearance and equip- 
ment very similar to the one on Madi- 
son street.
